The poll tax Is set ait *2. Up until 


tins time a poll has liee'n taxed as a 
piece of pruiicrty worth l?100 anil tho 
rate of course, has varied witli the- 
rate on oilier property. The poll tax 
In this city IIIIM been in the nelghlior- 
jhood <if ?2.2fl In -late, years and .the 
new luw means a slight decrease. 


Jn some cities and towns the lax
